.•^uffi-ring is exaggcfated. The ministers 
being text absorbed in diplomacy to in- 
terest themselves in tl;e famine, sent the 
minister iif the interior on a tour, and 
ho cimfcrred with the local odlcers, who 
llircu- dust in bis eyes^ 

The Czar lias now coaiinissioiuid two 
of bis personal adjalaals to learn the 
fads and report upon Ibe <'lllciency of 
the local olUeials. They have been in- 
slructed to deal directly with the people 
ami to ignore all olUcials. The Kussian 
press rejoices at this, anil declares that 
the lieaureaueracy is panic-stricken at 
seeing its control threatened. 



INDIAN PLAGUE RIOTS.

Alien Labor Law 1o Be Sens bly 
Aduunistcred While Ho 
Holds Office.

Toronto, Nov. 1!L'.— Tlie Globe's Wash- 
ington coircspoudeut sends an interview 
with T\ V. Powderley, formerly labor 
leader, and now conimissioucr-geuoral of 
immigration. Among other things, Mr. 
Powderley says: 

"I would like the people of Caniula to 
know that as long as I am charged with 
the administration of the alien labor law 
there will be at the frontier no nagging 
of Canadians who eonie under ordiii;iry 
conditions to better their coadilion in 
the United States. My experience of 
the people of Canada, and esi^cially of 
Ontario, . is that they are just as gixxl 
ii.s the peoiile of the Uaited Stales and 
iiotbing at all will be done iimler my 
(lirei-tioii to humiliate them at the bor- 
der. 

"So far as Canada is concerned, the 
alien labor law was only intended to pre- 
vent the importation, under cijutract. of 
workmen to take the place of United 
States workmen who bad gone on strike 
or during labor disputes, not to prevt'Ul 
[loor individual nurse girls from ent<'r- 
iiig the United Stales. Oltieers ()n the 
border now uiulerstiiad the silnaiion and 
tluTe will be no aiiiioyaiice except in the 
contract libor cases indicated, which will 
lie vigorously dealt with, as I hope they 
will be on your side of the line when 
United States workmen arc imported to 
taUo part in labor disputes. 

"I am glad misunderstandings on this 
question are being cletired away, and 
that a belter feeling is taking their place. 
There is really no dlfEcrcnce between the 
people. The railways crossing the border 
bark and forth Imvo obliterated the 
lioundary, and my view is that Canadians 
with the exceptions I luive mentioned, 
sliould be free to come and go without 
bindrance." 

Wasliiiigton, Nor. 21.— The attention 
of the Aiiglo-Aaiericnn connnission has 
been drawn to the JIauufacturers' Asso- 
ciation of Cauada. through N, Clarke 
Wallace, ^I.I'., and former minister of 
cnsl.onis. to the recent ruling of the IJnit- 
0(1 States bureau of iinnngralion lhat the 
commercial travellers of Canada fall 
within the rostrictinim of the alien labor 
law, ;ind lhat they cannot carry on their 
work on thi* side of the border,

.SIR GEORGE BADEN-POWELL, 

Death of the Eminent Political Kcouo- 
mist and Student of Colonial 
Affairs. 

London, Nov. 21.— Sir George Smythe 
Baden-Powell, the eniiiieat pohtieal econ- 
omist and nuthority on colonial affairs, 
who has rprescntcd the Kirkdale division 
of LiverpjKjl in parliament in tlie Conser- 
vative interests since 18S5, died yester- 
day in his fifty-first year. 

The late .Sir (Jeorgc Itadeii- PdwoM, who 
was born at Oxford on Deieinber '24, 
IS^IT, Wiis the son ot the wi'll known 
Rev. IJaileii-I'owell, professor of geome- 
try in the University of Oxford, whose 
in:igniis opus was writlen to illustrate 
that scienei- and revelation are in har- 
mony, rather than aniagouislic. Sir 
Cieorge's mnlber was a d;nighler of the 
distingnislied Hiilisli admiral. Smythe. 

Me was prepareil for Oxford it .Marl- 
boro, and gradnaled from the university 
with honors in I.STll. winning the chancel- 
lorsbi]) prize for lOnglish essay. In the 
iut<'rluile betwei'ii leaving Marlboro and 
taking up his niiiv(>rsily residence, he 
I ra vcllcil ill liiilia and Auslialia. and 
visited llic iiriiuapnl Kurupcan cities, is 
well lis till' Cape. The first year of his 
university career saw published bis "New 
Homes for the Old Country." This im- 
portant book was pronounced by the 
tiondon Times a "standard work," the 
r;ondnn Athenaeum dcclavintr it to bo 
"an oneydopaedia of Australian knowl- 
edge." ''I'lUs' yolurao was followed by two 
oil political economy, "Protection and 
Bud Times" and "State Aid and Tnter- 
fercjvce," In 1880 lie wont io the West 
Indies to invcstlgnin Ibo effect of Ihe 
sugar liounty system on AVcst Indian 
sugar planting, .'iiiil two years later Mr.

In the winler of lSSfi-R7 he was in Can- 
ad.i and the Uiiilcd Slale.s drawing up 
a statement of details in the fishery dis- 
pute, of which Mr, .Tosopb Chamberlain 
was subsequently connnisHioner to ne- 
gnti.'ite a final arrangement. 

Tn Ihe an turn of 1887 tlie Rritinh gov- 
orinnent sent him to Mnlta as the col 
bague of Sir George Bower, who ar- 
ranged tlie details of the new Malta 
constitution. It was nt that, time he re- 
ceived the honor of knighthood. In 1801 
be ,wft8 .appointedjloint. commissioner on 
Ihe ei)naltl<>nVof. 'seal Hfe-ln Behrthg sen, 
nnd in the following' year participated in 
Ihe deliberations of the Joint commission 
at Washington.

Lord Aberdeen applauded '•Canada's 
hold policy in turning l()wards lOiigliiid 
when the markets of the United States 
wen." closed to her." 

After eulogi/.iiig Sir Wilfrid Lanrier, 
the Dominion premier, ho said: "The 
proximity of the United Slates is a great 
fiielor in Canadian affairs; and, there- 
fore, we all rejoice in the teiidoncy to- 
wards a good understanding and friend- 
ship between Gri^at Britain and the Unit- 
ed Stales, a leiideiicy fully shared by 
Canada in lu'r iillilude towards the Unit- 
ed States, 1 am sure we all welcome 
whatever help the unity ot the whole 
Anglo-Saxon race; and in this respect the 
commission now sitting la Amenca has 
an important and significant bearing."

Some 
of the streams though run into Surprise 
lake may have llieir source in the Nurlh- 
west 'J'erritories, but all the strnanis on 
which discoveries have been made are in 
British Columbia. There was some 
doubt about (ho location of the bnnnd- 
nry line when the diflcoveries were first 
made, said Mr. Semlin, but since the 
question has been decided in favor of 
the province. When Commissioner Ogil- 
vle was here on bis way -North ho prom- 
ised to go^.ih -to. Atlin and loon to the 
boundary, hut upon ronohihg Lake Ben- 
nett he bad an fnterviow with Inspector 
Slriekland. of the Mounted Police, who 
(iKKu."ed him that the new discoveries 
were in British Columbia. 'Mv. Ogilvio 
wrote Premier Semlin lhat he was satia- 
fipd after the interview that (ho discov- 
eries wore in this province, and did not 
think It necessary for him to make the 
promised visit to the now gold fields.

The sailor's leads were iii- 
effeciuiil. bis counter being the blows 
which cut the" figure. Corbctt kept jab- 
bing lightly for the bead, and Sharkey 
came light back at him with right 
smashes on tlie wind. 

SHARKEY'S FACE DAMAGED. 
Fourth round — The sailor was right 
after his man, and essayed lefts 
rights for the head, landing each lime. 
Corlietl clinched and acted entirely on 
the det'eiisive. Corliett led his left for 
the head, landing on tin- neck, and Shar- 
key sent back a hard right on the body.

Sharkey, however, was not in a play- 
ful mood, nud braughL his right hand 
over with force enough to make Jim 
wince. Jim hooked his left rather low 
on Tom's- body 'and* lifted Shairkeyj oflE 
his feet with his shbulderB. Corbett ap- 
peared to be a trifle 'iveary, and his blows 
lacked steam, whereas there was a world 
of force behind Sharkey's puncoes. 
A FIERCE MIX-UP. 
Sixth round— Corliett led fr Ihe head 
with his left, landing, but Sharkey was 
right after him; like a wliirhvind Tom 
started to mix it uii and wliiiiped in some 
corkm-s on the body. Corbett retiUiated 
with light jabs on the face and fairly 
forcafiil blows on the body. Midway 
through the round there was a rattling 
iiiix-up, both exchanging lefts and rights 
on the head and body, with the sailor 
having a shade the better of it. There 
were cries of "foul," when Corbctt hit 
his man in the break away, which the 
referee had not called. The men were 
clinched at the bell, after participating in 
a very fast mix-up. 

OORBETT'S'WIND SUPJTBRS; . 
Seventh round— Sharkey ran across the 
rhig and planted loft and right on the 
head. Corbett clinching. Corbctt acted 
on the dcfenBive,-and.T8eemcd unable to 
withstand Sharkey's itishcs. The latter 
whipped In a beautifid hook on the wind 
and f(illowe<l it up with a right on the 
jaw. The sailor kept doing all the work 
and was always ready to mix up on 
the sliglitest i)rovocation. He .ilternalely 
threw over left and right on head and 
body, occasionally changing to left hooks 
on the wind, which were slowly but sure- 
ly attending to Corbett's case.. It was 
Sharkey's light so far,' The paee was 
terrific. 

SHARKEY HALF DAZED. •■ ' 
Eighth round— Sharkey was the first to 
lead, lauding a left chop on the m ck. 
They clinched frequently, and the refree 
was kept busy separating tliem. 'Tom 
tried a left chop below, which fell short, 
and ,liin jabbed his left hard mi Ihe nose. 
Sharki'y sent a right straight lo the face, 
but .liiii was ready with a leti hmd;. 
whiih grazed ."Nhirkey's ear. Both m"ii 
fought fast, clinching repeatedly, .lini 
booked his riglit hard on Tom's jaw.

McVey 
tried to pull away from the inspector, 
while the spectators kept yelling' at the 
referee, who finally separated the fight-

(Jcu'bett seemed not to understand why 
tli(> rol^ereo Klionld interfere and iiro- 
lesled, but Kelly was obdurate and sloji- 
ped 111." boiil, 

Mi'iinwdiile the sjieclators slooil up ami 
yell.'.l Ihal bets should be dedarcl olT. 
as Ihey licli.'V.'d .Mc\'ey eominilli^.l the 
br..,i.li of ring rules inleiitionally. Il 
Iniiked for a \vhile as if riot would en- 
sio'. bill as SI, nil as the referee declared 
Sharkey th(> winner on a technicality, 
be annomiced that all bets were off, 
slating tlial .'McVey's a. 'linn was uii- 
doubledly pre-arranged. .\s somi as it 
was annoiiiii'Oil, the siieclalnrs ri'sumed 
their seals and wailed the departure of 
til.) men from the ring. 

LOOKED LIKE A ,TOB. 

Oorbott'certainiy^' had all the; worst of 
the ■ ehconhtter' ' when 'Oonhfe MeVey 
junipbd into the ring, and tn the fact? 
of this gross yiolatlon of the rules, tlie 
referee, "Honest" .Tobn Kelly, had no 
alternative but to disqualify Corbett nnd 
award the bout to Sharkey. McVey'p 
action wns absolutely inexcusable, and 
the referee, believing there was a "job " 
in it, took upon himself to declaro all 
bets off. Before Kelly did so, however, 
many of those who had bet on Corbett- 
and Ihey were legion— appealed to the 
referee to take such notion, while the 
Sliarkoyites shouted against such inter- 
ference on Kelly's part, nnd iirotested 
that he bad no authm-ily to declari' bets 
off. However, the referee's wm-d -went 
with the majority of the spectators, and 
conseiiiiently all money paid in wagers 
will bo refunded. It was a most un- 
fortunate nnd abrupt ending to what 
[promised to be an interesting fight. 



FIT FOR ORE At FIGHT. 
For weeks both Corbett and Sharkey 
hud trained faithfully and carefully for 
the contest, , and,^ when -they stripped to- 
mght both: of Ithom'i'Showed In excellent 
condition. ' Sharkey was ' confident of 
success, and the manner in which he ac- 
quitted himself in tlie ring while, the 
light lasted, showed very plainly that his 
conlideiico was founded on good grounds. 
Those who helii.'ved that Sharkey could 
not light fairly changed their opinion 
after the boat had gone one round. On 
the other hanil, Corbett hit rather low, 
and Sharkey protested. Sharkey's 
ipiiekiusss uuii aggressiveness were as- 
tonishing from the very beginning, and 
from the very first it was evident that 
he hehl C.irbett safely. 

In the second round there were wild 
yells from tli(> admirers of the Irishman 
when he lloorcd Corbett with a righi 
swing on the head, which was preceded 
with a powi-rfid blow on Ihe body, Shar- 
key's rushes were sueeessfu! invariably, 
and .lim's (piickness anil leg w.uk were 
tc'sted to their utmost in trying lo evade 
the aggressive sailor pugilist. That 
Sharkey has improved woiiderrully gues 
without saying, and mi the oilier haiul. 
that Corbett is not the Corbett of Ne,v 
Orleans is beyond .qiiestion. At no time 
had the Callforninri the upper haml . i 
his younger and more sturdy rival. 
A MATCH FOB FITZSIM.MOXS. 
Sharkey is a lighter, and a clever om 
at that, and his work lo-niglit slumps 
him beyond all doubt as being secon.l 
only to l''itzsiininons, who will have to 
meet liim in (U'dcr lo decide which is tin.' 
hetler man, and when these two meet 
they should put up a fight that will be 
worth witnessing. From the second to 
and the eighlh roumls .Sharkey held a decid- 
ed advantage. 

COIIBETT NOT I\ IT, 
In the ninth rinniil, wliii'h wasjji pro- 
ductive of ilisaiipoinlineiit and uiilooki'd 
for incidents, (jorbelt sccnicil to be 
stronger than at any lime during the 
light, but it was evident that he was 
slowly but surely f liliiig under Sharkey's 
onslaughts. It was two to one on Shar- 
key after the secoml round, and had Mc- 
\'ey not acted as he did, there is very 
little doubt but that Sharkey would have 
won handily. 

• Some of the most prominent bankers, 
brokers, lawyers, doctors and business 
men in this city and other cities wi'r.' 
]iresent during the mill, and not one ot 
lliem could see any. reason for intiufer- 
eiice hy Mc\'ey. The general belief is 
that McVey acted for some unexplained 
motive and some persons said that ho 
had jumped Into the ring to prevent 
Corbett going under.

When ho reaclied_the steps leading up 
to the ring, Corbett': stopped for a mo- 
ment to shake hands with some friends; 
then lie climhed nimbly through the 
ropes. He was envelo[)ed in a dark 
olive green dressing gown. His hair 
was i)arted in the middle and earefully 
combed and brushed. Corbett's seconds 
were Charl.'y White, George Considine 
and .lohn McVey. John Considine, of 
Detroit, acteil as his time-keeper. 

Both luon had their choice of two sets 
of gloves. Corbelt sele.ded his pair, 
which were niiid(> for him in Calif.u'iiia. 
They wer.' a liair of typical fighting 
glov.'s, being just shaped lo I lie eliiiehed 
list ; wli.M-eas Sliarl;ey's wi're long, 
tinic'ini; glov.'s, usually donned by liox- 
ci.i. They w.'re nearly an inch and a 
half longer than his nii;iiineiit's, which 
would give him an opporl uiiiry of fori-- 
iiig Ihe hair in the gloves away from the 
knu.'kh's. The gloves wore of the regu- 
lation weight of live ounces;-a8 provided 
b.v the Horton law. 

When the men were introduced, Shar- 
key's name was mentioned first, and 
there were prolonged cheers, to which 
Sharkey bowed rejieatedly. Corbett re- 
ceived a more demonstrative o.yatiou, 
the cheering lasting more than a [minute.

of stock-, and conspiracy with Hopkins 
in the misuse of state funds on deposit 
ill the Pcojile's bank, Hoiikins connnil 
ted siiiciile by sliootiiig ill March last. 

The true bills returne.l by the grand 
jury are live in number. 'L'he first 
clni'rges :M. S, Quay with conspiring with 
.lohn S. Hopkins for the unlawful use 
of money of the People's bank in th 
pnrchas(! and sale of stocks of various 
corporations for the account, boncflt and 
profit of M. S, Quay. The second indict 
inent charges S. Quay with conspir 
ing with .Tohii K. Hopkins unlawfully to 
buy and t-ell slocks, knowing that Ihe 
said Hopkins was cashier in the Pco 
pic's bank. The third indictment chargef 
Benjamin J. Haywood, M. S. Quay and 
Ricliard R. Quay with conspiring 
convert to their own use .'JIOO.OOO of the 
public inonev of the state on December 
1. 1S9G, when Haywood was the stale 
treasurer of I'ennsylvania, and also with 
the use of the .^100,000. The fourth bill 
charges M, S. Quay and Benjamin .! 
Havwood with conspiracy, together witli 
.Tohu S. Hopkins, William Livsay, Wil 
Ham B. Hart. Henry .1. Boyer, .Tohu W. 
Morrison. Samuel M. ■Tacksou and 
Charl.^s H. McKee, on Mircli IS.

We deny 
that the gold comiuissioner would hiivc 

;;the right to refuse to record- a claim 
i'-properly stalled nt nny time. He is 
niinply a ptiblic ofilcer, liavintr c<'rti\iii 
statutory jiowi-rs. and has no more ii;;ht 

. to prohibit anyone fioni piospoctinK than 
be lias to proliihit him from planting po 

jtatocs. It anythinp of this kind is to be 

^attempted, it -will lie time for the jieopl 
to assert tbcir rights in a manner that 
■will leave nothing to ho misunderstood 

In this connection the Colonist desires 
to remind the government that several 
months ago it pointctl out the importance 
of determining nt tbe earliest iiossilile 
nnmient exactly where tlie bovmilary line 
is. 'L'his can easily be done lon)^ liefore 
the prospecting se.isoa opens, and then 
is not the slightest excuse for permitting 
liny complications to arise over the mat- 
ter. 

According to the latest map issued 
by the department of the interior the 
location of I'utshi lake has been defini- 
tely fixed and it reaches exactly to the 
lionndary line. The Atlin mines an 
far woutli (/C tlic head of the lake. Then 
may be some doubt as to the district 
• lying twenlgr milps north of Pine creek, 
but there can bo none as to Pine creek 
itself and its tributaries. At the snnio 
time, all doubt ought to be removed 
iit once, and it is the dut,v of the pro 
vlncial government to send men up dur- 
ing tlie Avinter to settle the exact loca 
tiou of the boundary. The Dominion 
oiit;ht; to contribute towards the cost, 
and would, no doubt, do so. In tin 
meantime, word ought to lie sent out 
that the Atlin couiiti-y is not closed until 
June next. Premier Semlin's stntenieni 
is satisfactory as ' far as it goes; but it 
does not go far enough. 



THE JA^tES BAY BIIIUGK. 

The citizens are now face to f.ice with 
tlie James Bay bridge question. Engi- 
neer Wilmot's report to. the dty council 
on Monday night takes' It oiit of more 
speculation and makes it a practical 
question. "We luive these facts before 
us: The present bridge must be very 
shortly replaced by another structure of 
some kind. Any sort of i permanent 
structure will cost upwards of ijilOO.OOO. 
Au embankment will cost less than a 
bridge. On the face of such a state of 
facts, the choice would naturally bo for 
au embankment; but Mr. Wilinot points 
out that if the tide flat is filled, it -will 
lie cut off from the water by an embank 
ment, unless it is filled to the height of 
the roailway, which is sixteen feet higher 
than would bo necessary for any practi- 
cal use to which the area filled is likely 
to be put. 

Mr. Wilmot's observations on thiti 
point do not make quite clear what he 
ha.s In mind when he speaks of au archeil 
bridge. Possibly a combination of an 
embankment and bridge would bo better 
than either alone; that is to siy, lot there 
bo an embankment made the whole 
width of the bay to the height to which 
i"; i.4 proposed to fill the tide flat. Then 
let the embankment be carried to the 
fidl height of the roadway from each 
shore out far enough to provide for a 
single span of, say, GO feet in tlie centre. 
In such a case the embmkment should 
extend beyond the line of the roadway, 
so as to give a space along the whole 
water front 10 or 15 feet wide with 
sleps going down to the water. 

That the tide flat ought to be filled is 
.'idmitted by everyone. The proposed im- 
provement wonid lend to the early re- 
moval of the present structures along 
Humboldt street, which would beconio 
0110 of the most popiihr portions of the 
cily, either for business or resilience, 
esiieri.illy if the car line was carried 
around the head of llu? Hat i)ermaneiitly. 
Make the tide flat a thing of beauty, and 
in a short time the shacks and workshops 
on Humboldt street will bo replaced by 
residences with ornamental snrroiindiiigs 
sloping lo the lower level of the made 
ground. , 

The point to bo emphasized now is 
that somelhing must be done at once. 
AVe are told Ih.-it tlie bridge is not safe 
enough to allow the cars to carry more 
■ than • thirty passengers over it at any 
one time. If this is true, how can it be 
safe for a car and londofl truck toim to 
be upon the bridge at the same time? 
How can it bo safe for a car with thirty 
*pa'8Be,Uger^| >'a' lidlf' dozen teams, some 
of them' loadoil, to be upon the 
bridge at the same time ? It miiy 
be answer(>d that tlie weight would 
bo distributed, but it might not happen 
to be always distributed. Point Ellice 
bridge would bo standing to-day if the 
ill-fated car had not happened to strike 
it under special circumstances. "We say 
that if thirty passeng(>rs in a car is the 
limit of safely on .'fumes Bay bridge, 
then the bridge i^ not safe for car trnlllc 
at all; the cars should be taken; off ;nnd 
run around by the head of the bay niid 



a new bridge or embankment should be 
erected immediately. 

In writing thus we are only taking tbe 
case as it is roprcsontcd by those whoso 
duty it is to pronounce upon sacli iiuit- 
tei*8.- The Colonist has no opinion of its 
own as to the sofety of the bridge. It 
has no moans of forming any opinion. 
It acci'pts what the City Engineer siiys 
on the snlijeet anil drav.-s the only rea- 
soiiablo conclusion from it. 

On tlie matter of ways and moans,' wo 
suppose the money must be borrowed, for 
the r.mount required, WOUld be rather too 
nuK-li to add to th'e taxcs in a single your. 
But could not arrangements be niudo for 
a short time loan, to be repaid in annual 
installments? Would it not bo a good 
plan In the case of improvements of this 
nature to arrange to pay for them in, 
.say, five years? Doubtless the money 
could be borrowed from the banks in the 
meanwhile at rcusonablc interest. This 
suggestion is made la general terms just 
now. It , may be worthi . elaborating at 
some future time. 



OONSEUVATIVB ORGANIZATION. 

Although rumors of n dissolution of 
the federal parliament .ire in evidence 
every now and thou, the Cnlonist, has 
not yet soen any reason for expecting 
one. From one point of view a dissoln- 
tinn is (lesirable in the pulilic interest. 
The present house will expire by Law 
in 1001, and before thi' census is taken, 
if the usual precedent in regard to the 
census is followed, which is to take it 
on .Tuly 1st. This will render it iini)ns- 
sible to hold the elect ion of 1901 under 
a redistribution bill framed ''on comple- 
tion of the census." There is perhaps 
nothing to prevent the census from being 
taken on Miy 1st, and keep Ihe parlia- 
mcut long enough in session thereafter 
to pass any redistribution bill that may 
bo called for, and there will undoubtedly 
be one required to meet tbe just claims 
of Manitoba, the Territories and Briiisli 
Columbia. It would therefore bo possi- 
ble for the present house to live out its 
full term and yet pass a redistribution 
monsure. Rurdi a course would, how- 
ever, bo highly objectionable, becuisc 
it would mean that the nieasuro w'ould 
be rnshod through during the dosin 
da.^•s of the last session of the bouse. 
Regarded from the effect upon the public 
interests, the true policy would bo to dis 
solve the bouse next year, and then a re- 
distrilnition act could be passed in 
1002, and an election bo forth 
with held under it. No one expects tha t 
the present government will consider any 
thing in this connection except their own 
chances of retiiining power, and it is 
dinicult to see any thing in sight of that 
nature which would lead a shrewd politi 
cian to counsel dissolution at present. 
The Anglo-American conference is not 
likely to result in anything calctilated tii 
improve the standing of the government 
before the people. . But it is well to got 
ready for any eventuality; therefore th 
work of organization should be carried 
on with vigor, but. tlie Conservatives of 
British Columbia ought to ronicraber that 
they are not getting ready for a contest 
at nny particular date, but for the pur- 
pose of keeping alive the principles of 
their great party, and to be ready at any 
time and in any arena to fight tbe battle 
for good govcniment. 



THE POLICE MAGISTUACY. 

The new appointee to the police magis- 
tracy is, an untried man. So we shall 
express no opinion as to his fitness for 
the place. Time will settle that. Tin 
Colonist hopes that his discharge i>f hin 
duty will dispel any doubt existing in 
the public mind as to the sufficiency of 
his experience. That he will act con- 
scientionsl.v in his oflice is conceded on 
all sides. 

Some reference may properly be made 
to the action of the government in re- 
ducing the salary and filling the place 
with the understanding that the new in- 
cumbent is to bo allowed to jwictieo his 
profession. 'We feel that this is an er- 
ror. It is not necessary to go over tlu 
ground taken in the Colonist a few days 
ago, when speaking of the contemplated 
dismissal of Mr. Macrae. We will be 
content with recording the opinion that 
it is an error to permit a police magis 
tratc in a city like Victoria to be a prac- 
ticing lawyer, and that it Would be far 
wiser to give the incumbent of the posi- 
tion salary enough to live upon and rc- 
quiro him to give his whole time to the 
duties of the public. 



THE U. B. LOYALISTS. 

A recent paper by Dr. Bourinot on the 
United Empire Loyalists has directed 

pulilic attrition to the.sc forefathers of 
English-s|ieaking Canada. The objec- 
tion to this paper, as to all others thai 
have been, written on the subject, is that 
it exalts a few prominent men and does 
scant justice to Ihe rank and file. Those 
who know the hist<iry of the Loyalist 
immigration best will agree with ns 
when we say llial it was not the few 
loaders, who enjoyed the ilirect favor of 
the homo govoriinient and were placed 
in positions of honor and profit in their 
new homes, w!io bore the heaviest bur- 
dens in those hours that tried men's 
souls; but the mass of the people, 
whose names never; find a place in the 
eulogies, which find their way into print. 
The induence of the few wan undoubted- 
ly exrelleiil. 'llicy est ablislu'il the insti- 
tutions of Canada upon a strong British 
basist- bntithp ml -heroes and heroines 
of those dark hours were the" men and 
women who sacriliced much and received 
nolliing in return. Of thesc^ th'e World 
has heard very little. 

Only those, who have heard the story 
of tho Loyalist days frora those who ex- 
perienced the trials, or in whose families 
it has boon preserved from gonorntion to 
generation, can hope to appreciate what 
tliese devoted men and women endnred. 
If wo ought all to unite iu sounding tho 
pciU8M«;o£rth08C who took up arms for 
the icing, and, when driven into exile, 



received oflico iiiid enioluinent iu their 
new home, how much more should we 
esteem the unnamed thousands, who 
sacrificed all they bud anil set them- 
elves out to innke now homos for them- 
selves, without any extraneous aid. Hero 
ire two instances in the history of two 
families: One of them' was an English 
family. They were wealthy. The lieiid 
of tho family served on the side of tbe 
King. Not only so, but lie spent thou- 
sands of pounds , for the royal cause. 
Taken prisoner- during the war, ho was 
liarollod and went to England, where 
he died, leaving in New York his wife 
and two young sons, and a son and 
daughter by u former wife, Tlie youii.g 
man and his sister were driven into exile 
by the persecution: of,', .the ;_successf ul 
rebels. Their" first winter wn'si spent in 
canvas tents, with the thermoiiieter fre- 
quent ly ;!() rlegrees iielow zero. They 
wore penniless and their sufl'erings were 
terrible. The girl's father was subse- 
quontly recompensed by the British gov- 
ernment for his adninccs, hut c^very 
shilling of the sum, £;{t),00(), was paid 
to his widow, who, in order to keep bis 
real estate from fdrfeiture, espoused the 
rebel cause after her husband's dcpnr 
ture for EiiKhuul. Another family of 
edncaled people, of Oernuia descent, 
who had lived in rcftucraeut, spent their 
liist winter also under cnnvas, and were 
only saved from starvation by discover- 
ing some corn that lind grown wild in 
a clearing, which was the remiiaiil of a 
former I'''ri'n('h settleineut. The di'sceml 
ants of biilh these families have con 
tributed sonu'thing to the development 
of Canadaj, but they are never mentiimcd 
by any of the Loyalist histories. 

Wi> have n double object in mention 
ing these ini'iileiif h. One is to cull at- 
tention to the injustice usually done to 
the majority of the Iluited Empire Loy 
alists by cvory historian; and the other 
and principal one, to let those, who per- 
Inqis have scarcely more than heard thai 
there were such people, have somo idea 
of what the British founders of Canada 
were like.

MR. MACIJAIO'.S CASE. 

The statement mode by Mr. Macrae 
and publisliod in ycstordny's Colonist 

will sunu'ise many people. Tho reason- 
ableness of tile grnimd of the e.<c-l'olici 
Magistrate's disniissiil ceases, iu view of 
it, to be of chief importance. His- action 
in tho ease of the snUcr Liddy may or 
ma.v not have been proper. The point 
worth discns.siiia now is that Attorney 
Oonoral JIartin, without giving the Mag- 
istrate au opportunity to be heard in hi 
own behalf suspended him from ofllee. 
In saying this we do not overlook 1h 
fact that Mr. Martin had a few minutes' 
conversation with Mr. ^lacrae before 
suspending him. The brevity of that 
conversation and tbe general nature of 
it simjily inndo the Attorney-General'f 
action more indefensiblo. 

'Wo confos.s to having been uniwaro 
unlil this happened that an.v one in thi 
province enjoyed such imperial powers 
as those which Attorney-General Martin 
exercises. Our impression has always 
been that soiiietliing ui)proaching liritisli 
justice prevailed hero, and that no olll- 
cial could be summoned before the Attor- 
ney-General and dismissed from ofilcc 
without having something resembling a 
chance to explain his conduct. This 
fond idea will have to be disniissed 
along with that other error that the 
British Constitution applied to British 
Columbia. 

We notice that the dismissal of Mr. 
Macrae is based upon tlio alleged in- 
justice done to the sailor. Mr. Martin 
appears aa the ' champion of the injure<l 
mariner, and in that capacity does a far 
greater wrong to tho Magistrate, As 
the sailor had been punished without, as 
he claimed, having bpcn beard in his own 
defence, SO A'^tomcy - General Martin 
superseded and subsequently dismissed 
Mr, Macrae without permitting him to be 
heard in his own defence. Thus by add- 
ing one wrong to another, Jlr. Martin 
proposes to make things right. 

It will be ob.sorvod also that Mr. Mac- 
rae wrote twice to Mr. Martin explain- 
ing the case which led to his suspension 
and seeking an explanation, and that 
both letters rcni!iiue<l unanswered. It 
was after these letters were written that 
he was'; formally dUmisaed from ofilco. 
By this dismissal the government ac- 
cejited the full responsibility of the 
At toriicy-(Jeiier;il's act, and sustained 
him in his exceedingly disoouttcous ac- 
tion in refustag a reply to Mr. Macrae's 
letters, and in his rank injustice in re- 
fusing hini au investigation. 

Snch conduct as this is serious in tho 
extreme. It is abominable that every 
principle of fair play should be trampled 
under foot by this Mnnitoha politician 
who has managed to got his clutches 
upon the governuiont of this provinces, 
ar.d iu whoso grasp his colleagnos are 
like putty. TIk.- deunaement of this case 
recalls a statement attributed to Mr. 
Martin at the beginning of it It is 
said that on the evening of the day when 
Mr. Macrae was suapeaded, a friend met 
Mr. Martin iu the street and said: "So 
you have suspended the Police Magis- 
trate." "Suspended faim," ejaculated the 
Attorney-GcnernI iii reply, "I've fired 
him." There is much public indignation 
over this snmniary pi(M:e of lin.dness, 
and people are asking thoniselves if 
there Is any limit to the arbltrory poM cr 
which Mr, Martin claims to a right to 
exercise iu this province. 

Complainta of inelllcient mail service in 
Kootenay continue to be made, .Why is 
riot some one authorized to look into 

those matters and hnvn them set right'.' 
It is true (but to aiTord the iieniile of the 
mining districts of this province with 
anything resembling decent mail service 
will not 'lead the Imperial govorninout 
to give any one a knighthood, but it 
would be of iminen,so benefit to tho prov- 
ince which contributes very liberally to 
the support of every ueparlinent of the 
Dominion government. Why is it that' 



Quil<! a little feeling has been nrousod 
liccatiso it has been discovered that tho 
historic Plains of Abniham, Quebec, are 
not tho property of the Dominion, but 
are Iiehl under a ninety-nine years' lease 
from the nuns of Ihe Hotel Dieu, which 
lease will expire in a very short time. 
\'ery naturally there is a demand that 
this spot shall not be allowed to jiuss 
into the hands of the nuns, who will cut 
it up into building lots. There will 
Iirobably be no great ililllculty in the 
way of the Dominion government ac- 
ipiiring tho foo to tho property, and tho 
people of Canada would be glad to sec 
it done. 



The Tknes in chronicling the appoint 
ment of Mr. Petor Eampnitin as judge of 

the Sniull Debts court mentions that he 
is a cousin to Archibald Lampmaa, the 
poet. Is this to suggest that the new 
judge will be a poem in jurisprudence"?

TIIK GOLDEN CACHE MINES. 

From tho Vancouver Non-s-A<lvortlscr. 

Some of the facts in conneetion with 
the managenu.nl of the (iuldeii Caclie 
Mines. Limited, which were disclosed at 
tin? meeting "ii Wednesday last of the 
shnrebiilders in the conipan.v, are of an 
extraordinar.v character. The results 
of the company's operations will entail 
seriotis loss on a largo number of people, 
scattered throughout Canada and in 
(■real Britain. With those losses tho 
outsiile public has no direct concern. 
\\'liile sympathy may be expressed with 
the uufurtuputc shareholders, the losses 
of the latter- are a matter for themselves 
alone. "When a person iK'comes a sluin- 
holder in a company, ho is prosumeil to 
know that be incurs certain risks, ami 
whilst hoping to make a profit on his in- 
vestment, ho must be prepared to lose 
bis money shoulil the calculations of suc- 
cess lint be fulfilled by the results. AX- 
though luiniug enterprises are now, in 
some respects, regarded as undertakings 
which can on the average be expected 
to return a good profit on the capital in- 
vested in thorn, they must, from their 
very nature, bo more spccnlativ(> tliua 
other kinds of industrial enterprises, juul 
while some mines yield their fortunate 
owners largo profits, others result in 
large losses. 'The shareholders in the 
(Jolden Cache mine may, therefore, be 
presumed to have been aware of these 
posHibilities when they purchased tli(>ir 
shares, an<l, as we have said, tbe.v are 
merely to be considered as among many 
others whose niining ventures did not 
result as favorably as was expoctod. 

But the disclosures at the meeting hist 
week appear to ns to show that in re- 
gard to th<! Golden Cache mine there 
are matters connected with the past 
management of the company which con- 
cern the imblic generally, and the good 
name uini reputation of the most im- 
portant industry in British Columbia. 
Jleailing the report of tlie meeting and 
of the facts which were elicited, it is 
ditlicnlt to avoid tho concliisioa that 
some iiersons connected witK' the man- 
iigemout of the company have been guil- 
ty of gross negligence of the interests 
of tho slinreholders, if not, indeed, of 
absolute fraud upon both the sharehold- 
ors and tho public. Such being the 
case, we think the public interests de- 
mand a rigid investigation into tho mai- 
tor, not for the object of securing re- 
dross for the loss of the shareholiler.s' 
money, but with the view of preventing 
a repetition of such things on the part 
of those who ns directors of companies 
aro entrusted with the money and inter- 
esls of investors. 

With till- general career of this parti- 
cular company the ])ulilic is tnlerilbly 
familiar. For more than two years the 
G'llden Cache mine has been the sub- 
ject of much attention. Fortunes wore 
reported to have been made out of it by 
those who wore lucky enough to gel in 
on tho "ground floor." Its shares for 
a long period were (inoted at u high pre- 
mium, yet It was prophesied hy lh<' 
"knowing ones" that the current prices 
would be <loubled when the mine was in 
full operation. Xotwilhsliindiiig the 
singulur fact that though it was jMisi- 
lively stated there was ore in sight 
worth thousands of dollars a ton, not 
a ton was extracted and sold. So defi- 
nite were the assertions of Ihe manage- 
ment and its friends as to the richness 
of the mine, thul any shares for sale 
were eagerly purchased, and their value 
was sustained, "i'et the iiiforniation af- 
ford(>d at tin? uieeling last week shows, 
beyond the possibilit.v of a doubt, thul 
at" the time these assurances as to the 
intrinsic value of the property were 
made, the directors had in their posses- 
sion reliable information to the elTect 
(hut the (luanlity of millable ore avuil- 
iible or In sight was insignificnnt and 
its value so low as not to make it pos- 
sible to mine nnd mill it at a profit. AVo 
find that ns far back as'July.VlSOT. the 
board of directors had before' them a re- 



port from the munuger of tho mine, 
dated June 1,S'.)7, in which tho [inili- 
ability of the nunc proving to be wortli- 
b'ss was distinctly stateil. Frcini the 
repiirt it aii[iears that on a previous oc- 
casiun, as far back as December, ISUli, 
he hud report(!d unfavorably oa tlu; a|>- 
pearniice of the mine, and in .Inne, ISilT, 
he said lliat the '•state of the mine niul 
its fiiinucial prospects are even worse" 
than they were oa his exuuiination six 
month.-i previously. From tbe dis- 
cussion which took place at the 
luoeliiig lu.st wook, it would ap- 
pear that this report of the 
manager was not made known, ovou to 
all of the directors, but this, even were 
it the case, is of little importance at the 
present time. What is of importance 
is that the report was not corrimunicsitod 
to the shareholders in tho company nor 
to the public. On the contrary for many 
nioiilhs subsequent to that report com- 
ing into its possession, tho board of 
directors, both directly and indirectly, led 
both tho shareholders aud the public to 
believe that the mine was a valuable 
property and certain to yield large prolits 
to its owners. On tbe strcngtli of such 
statements further large sums of money 
were invested in the shari's of the com- 
pany, nnd hundreds of thousands of dol 
lars were paid by innocent and unsus 
poctiug peojile to acquire an interest in 
what the imuinger uC tho mine had tol " 
the directors was ti property that it 
would not pay to work. 

The elTec-t of these disclosures cannot 
but be most prejudicial to the mining in- 
terests of the province and deter people 
from investing in tho mhies of British 
Columbii. Tlie misuianagomciit — not to 
use a biirsber term — of this luine w.ill 
create HUspLciou aud distrust and cause 
outsiders to have a poor opinion of the 
honesty and capacity of those who di- 
rect and control mining properties iji 
this province. Those, who have invest 
cd their capital on tlie strength of the 
statements of the directors of this 
company, nnd who now find they have 
.only worthless, shares to show Cor their 
"money, will ask if theie is no redress 
for tliem and no wa.v to punish those 
who dolibcrately betrayed the confidence 
reposed in their integrity and capacity 
For these rettsons, for the sake of the 
good name of the province, and in the 
interests of our great niining iuduslTj-, 
wo consider that ii thorough and imp:tr- 
tiul investigation should he made into 
all the circunistftnco.s connected with tho 
career and luanageiueut of the Goldeu 
Cache Mines, Limited. The directors 
of u company are trustees for the shiire- 
hoUlers, aiid ulso occupy iiulirectly ;i 
poKifiini nf triisr to the "iMiblic at large. 
If they abuse that fiosition, they should 
bo punished anil the fact bo made clear 
that suidi eeiiduct will not be toleruted 
Had the directors of the Golden Cache 
C<iiiipaiiy, on the receipt of the reports 
from their manager in 1800 nnd 1807, 
taken steps to either confirm or dis 
prove the correctness of his stjitcnients 
or the accuracy of his opinions, they 
would have escaped much of the respoii- 
Hibiiity which now rests upon them. But 
they did not do ao. On the contrary, 
if the statements made at last week's 
meeting are correct, they dolibcrately 
suppressed those reports; prevented 
tho contents of them from being kiMwn 
to shareholders and deliberately solicit- 
ed ndditionul capital on the representa- 
tion that the prospects of tho mine were 
favorable. For such conduct the direc 
tors are morally guilty of fraud and do- 
ce!:)tion. We aro inclined to think that 
they are also legally, and vre linlile to 
those who have lost their money through 
their action in this matter. 

An investigation to bo of nn.v use must 
be thorough .\nd also go into indirect 
and collateral mutters. Besides the 
Golden Cache Mines, Limited, nnothrr 
company — we think it was called the 
Dominion Dovolopmeut Company— was 
largely interested nt one tim(> in the 
shares of the Golden Cache Company 
We should also like to know som(>th!ng 
of the details connected with the re- 
ported large purchase of shares made ir 
1806 by Messrs. Goodorham and lilnck 
Stock, after an esnminalion of the mini 
by a mining engineer sent by tliem for 
flint purpose. Did the directors of tlic 
Golden (jnche Company know what was 
the report of that engineer? These mat- 
tors are pertinent as the report of thnt 
lirgp purchase hy those parties bml a 
considerable influence on other buyers 
of tho shares. 

We shall await with interest the de- 
veloiimeiils which may come from the 
adjourned meeting of tho Bharehoblers 
Unless furllier iiiformut inn puts an en- 
tirely difrorcnt face on the mutter 
which wo think is qiiile unlikely, wi 
consider thnt steps should bo taken to 
have an investigation on grounds of pub- 
lic polic.v, ami we would cnll the alfcii- 
I on of the government to the matter in 
I he public interest.

Why should we go tliroiigli the form 
every year? they ask; d(jesu t the regis- 
tration do'^ Couldn't the city autliorities 
keep the householders' names Ou the 
books, the same as they do real estate 
votrea '.' 

They forgot that the householder i 
not lixed in bis place of residence, whil 
the property owners' claim to votc^ i 
tested aunuully by the revision of the as 
sessmeut roll. There is indeed no metlioi 
by which the householder cari be checkei 
and annual rO-registration therefore be 
come.s oBsential. 

Nor is it an alarming or an expensive 
cereiauny. The houseliolder has mere- 
ly to lilt iu a form, such as ts printed 
below, sign it and declare is before 
notary public, luaglstrate or Justice of 
the peace, delivering it then to the city 
assessor, Mr. Northcott, at his office in 
the city hall— or Mr. Northcott will iill 
the form in for him. for that matter, 
witness it uud register it, without one 
cent of cost:

SEEPAGE FROM THE SEWER. 



Claimed That It la This That 
Ruined Moss Stre!(^t 
'Wells.

At Alonday evening's mooting of the 
council a petition wat4 received from re- 
sidents ot Moss street, asking that the 
city water main be extended along that 
street. One of tho arguments used to 
induce the couueil to have the work ear- 
rit-<l out was that tho water in tlu- wells 
ill the vicinity has boon tainted by seep- 
ago from the sewer oiith-t whicli runs 
along that street. The petitioners live 
on tho lowi-r level, whi-re the sewer is 
nearest the surface. In their petition 
they say: 

"Previiins to tlie Iiuildiiig of the sewer 
nutlet it was piissiblo to gel gnod water 
by digging wells. Nmv, owing to the 
seepage from the sewer, the well water 
is positively rotten anil nulit for cattle, 
let alone hiimnn beings." 

Mr. D. F, McDonidd, ono of tho peti- 
tioners, when seen yesterday said there 
was no doubt that the well water was 
bad; in fact,, he never nsed If j hauling 
his water from the Itichardson street 
spring.. Previous to the constniption of 
the sewier, there were, g(jml,wa.t'ey': in the 
neighborhood, but those that were not 
drained by the sower are now tainted. 

Mr, B, A. Wilmot, the city engineer, 
could not see how seepage from the sew- 
er could; reach tho wells. In the first 
place, the sewer ia a solid cement ono, 
the thickness of the concrete- as high up 
as Rowngo would reach, heing ono foot. 
It would not be ndvisablo to have a 
well right under a sewer, but the seep- 
age from the side, if any, would be in- 
nuitesimal. 'in some places on Moss 
street the sewer was thirty feet below 
the surface, and the minimum depth was 
eleven feet, so that it would have to be 
a preltv deep well that would he nfCocted 
by seepage. '. 

The water commissioner will report on 
the advisability of granting the request 
for a m.ain. •

THE HUSSIAN SOLDIBUY. 

Treated Like Dogs, They Are ■Worthless 
As Mcu and InefUcleut In 
Service. 

From the New York Press. 

An old friend who has trttvcllcfl much In 
Itussia says the Ozar's peace proposals are 
unlikely to bo henrdfpt on' the, frontiers for 
several rftonths to ^come;'<conscduently the 
nusslnn army will not bo seriously nll'octed. 
Of the Itusslan army he says: "It Is better 
whipped than fed. The rations to each 
soldier are two pounds of sacliary, a smnll 
iiuantltv of salt and a plat ol! barley soup, 
made without meat. On national holidays. 
sHi-li as the birthdays of the emperor and 
empress, they have what they call 'high 
living,' which consists of potatoes, corned 
beef and purl!. Tln^y are renulreil to accom- 
pany their oflleers to the catliedral, hat 
before leaving the guard lioase pass In line 
in front of a great tul) of •wodlia,' eacli 
with cup In hand. Tlds he lUls to the 
luini, crying oul, as he swallows It, 'Long 
live our emperor and his family.' " 

The term of service for a Itusslan soldier 
varies with the department of the empire 
In which ho happens to be drafted. The 
average Is twenty years, and la that period 
be Is drilled at least two-thirds of the time. 
NotwItiistaMdlng tlds almost constant prac- 
tice he Is a poor marl;sniaa, not approaeli- 
lag a 'iO-year-old Amerlciia hoy. lie siin- 
piv raises the gun to his shciuldor and dis- 
charges It. Says the traveller: "The health 
of lhes<> men Is ruined by strong and del- 
eterious drinks, and this, joined to tin' 
punishment tlu'y receive, uiUlls them at an 
early age for the perforniiiaee of their 
duties. WhiMi an.v nu'uiber of the arai.v 
becomes initlt tor active service, whether 
U be b.v age, accident or war, he Is cast off 
bv the governmrnt, and for the rest of his 
life is obliged to beg for a lIvellliOMii. He 
mast conceal the fact of his being a dis- 
aided soldier or ho will receive neither alms 
nor sympathy. During the first live years 
after dismissal he Is required to report at 
iieailquarters occasionall.v. In order to as- 
certain If his services are again ri^'iiuired." 

Tlds Is a horrllile state of iilTairs. It 
nuikes our volunteers seem happy l)y com- 
parison. "Soldiers are constaally whiiiped 
to death," the traveller goes on, "yet suidi 
a thing as an Investigation never was 
heard of. What Is one nam more or less 
to liusslan Igronance, poverty and despi>t- 
Isni? There are i;!O.OOI),000 people In this 
empire. The only privileges o soldier earns 
bv his long term of servitude are pernds- 
sfon to, travel without paying for a iiass- 
port and exeniptloB frorn taxes. Tliose 
that survive the expiration of their llrst 
period are so worn down by privation and 
abuse that tliev collapse as soon as tiu' un- 
natural energ.v of fear and coiai)ulslon Is 
no longer tlu' stimulus of life." 

Every year Itussia has al)oat ,S7,".onn 
vouutr" nlen arriving at the age of 'Jl. 
thi'iefore readv for Impressaioat. Of tlu'se 
about 2Tr>.0()() "are taken Into the regular 
arniv. while the rest go Into the resei-\es. 
"From every town and vlliai-'P 7 tier cent, 
of the nnile' population mast he Klven n\t." 
tiie traveller continues, " and at least '20 
per cent. Is taken, as oidy the healthiest 
are retained. A Woodea lock Is placed 
ou the leg of each recruit to prevent 
escape from the guard h"usc. The rela- 
tives crowd nrouml with dismal cries and 
lanienlatlons. On the following .day the 
victims aie chained to gether In fives and 
tens, and then p.aeked I)y llflles In luise 
w:\gons to be e!>rrled to the i>arracl:s. They 
are recelvi'd one by one, exandned l)y a 
doctor, and. If sound, are passed into tl'.e 
hands of the ndlllary barber. who shaves 
the lop part of each one's, bead perfectly 
suionih and eroiis liis back hair Very close, 
almost to the skin. 

"Those who happen to be rejected by the 
doctor are also delivered Into the hands of 
the barber," continues the traveller, "who 
treats them In the reverse order of the 
oilK'rs— the back part of the head belnu 
shaven and the hair on their heads closely 
cropped. These poor wretches nre not al- 
lowed time to dress, but nre thrust out In 
a state of nudity, and their clothes tlirown 
after tliein. They are kicked and cnfTed by 
soldiers disgusted by their physical dlsabll- 
Itv. Dut tliev smile as they run, glad to he 
released froih certain hell. Should any one 
be seen with the back of his head shaven 
he Is safe from molostatlou, but If an.v un- 
fortunSto creature with the upper part of 
his head smooth is discovered abroad he Is 
Immediately captured as a deserting recruit. 
Anv person harboring such a one Is liable 
to "a loss of i)roperty, 'the male memhers of 
Ids famllv will be' takw 08 soJdlerB. and 
the residue, old men and women, are doom- 
ed to perpotaal exile In the wilds of Si- 
beria. 

"On account of tlielr scanty aiiowauce 
Russian soldiers will steal aaythhi); they 
can lay bands on. Their large uniform 
coat offers peculiar f:iclllties for this linsl- 
nesfi. It belnj; ver.v loin; and wiiie, with 
sii'cvos open at the wrist. They can easil.v 
slip In anv article tlie size of a fork, a 
spoon, knife, tund)ler or even pitcher, with- 
out fear of detection. Such articles arc 
readily disposed off to the barkeeper of any 
public house, who will never fall to receive 
them In pav for 'wodkn,' a kind of whiskey. 
When they enter a drinking place fbn fore- 
most man will call for n 'criich wodkn," 
and while tin' bartender is |iouiiuir It out 
v.-ill dexterou.<lv swipe ( very t lMn'_' In sight 
Into his sleeve. Ho then passes tlie stolen 
aitleies to the man beidud, who passes 
them to the next, and so on, till tile last 
man is reaeiied. If the hartender accuses 
the leader tile latter ImmedhUely desires to 
he senrclied. and the scarcii provbnr fntllc 
the articles are given up as lost. Oflleers 
wink at these stealings and divlile sjadls 
when the goods are of value. The lius- 
slan soldiers would soil their lives for 
'wodka.' It Is their only friend.- their con- 
solation, their snrcensp of sorrow. Tlieir 
lives an? a hell; anything to quencli the 
tires of despald. .Nicholas calls his armj' 
Ills 'defence:' lie Is likely to tlnd It his 
ueniesis. Its oflleers'; I lii'ileve tiiey are 
llie iiost paid and most autocratic In the 
world."

AMERICAN AND lUISSIAN I.NTEUESTS 
l.\ CHINA. 

From the Portland Oregonlnn. 

From whatever (pmrler has come tin 
iulluenco resultlUK In the Intrigues whlcl 
deprived the Chinese emperor of even th- 
sembhince of sovereignty which he possessed 
It Is apparent that they Inure to the advaii 
tage of Knssla. Putting together the facts 
of the coup d'etat at Pekln and the benellt 
thereof to Itussia, the world naturally 
concludi's that the moving Influence in 
recent Cliiuese policy emanates from St. 
Petersinirg. The situation In China, as 
thus apparently developed by Russian In 
Uueuce If not Intrigue, becomes of practical 
Interest to the great commercial nations 
of tile world, because they are looking 
to the vast Chinese empire as a fair an.l 
fruitful field for ccaumercial exploitation. 
They nre asking how far Russia's advan- 
tage may laeaii their loss. True, the Rus 
sian ambassador at WasliiaKton receull.v 
disclaimed, for his goveninKMit. anv 
teutlon to bring aiiout a partition of China, 
or to establish a "sphere of Inllueiice" 
there 'Within which Russian merchants and 
merchandise would enjoy advantages not 
accorded to those of other nations. Hut 
developing facts nre more convincing than 
(!ount Cassinl's fair words. Wiieu it was 
declared that Tallen AVan, nfter Its leasi 
Russia, was to bo an open jiort to iin 
trade of tlie world. It was reuu'mliereil 
at the same assurance was iiiiide aimut 
llatnn when It was wrested from Turk . 
and that Rntun Is to-day an Integral jiart 
of Russia, where tnide is as niiieli siili 
led to Russian customs taxation as It b 
Odessa. Not long ago, our consul at 
Canton, Dr. Betlloe, pointed out thai 
Importance to American exporters of Itus- 
slan efforts- to obtain tcM-rltoiiai master- 
shlp In China might be gauged by the 
result of Russia's action la other parts 
of Asia. "Russia's success la Ceiitnil 
Asia In pushing her products aheail of 
her rivals will undoubtediv be repei'.ted.' 
he says, "In China, with a result serious 
us, where our trade interests (dash 
with hers In cotton gocjds, kerosene and 
Hour." I!y the convention of ISO.'), China 
waived one-third of the Import duties on 
nil Russian Roods entering through Man- 
churia, and also reduced export duties bv 
one-third lu favor of Russia. Commcrcl.il 
reports denltng with the foreign trade 
of Russia show how effectively the Rus- 
sians can kill trade In products of which 
'liey desire to Kpcure n niouopolv In Ori- 
iital markets. No foreign product which 
.ill he produced In Russia lias been ahle 
I) hold Its own In the Eastern niarkel-i 
ccessllilo to Russia or within her "spin re 
of iiilliience."

II inemher tliat it Is only a little over 
venr ago that Russlo repudiated the Id 
of liavlug any sinister designs ou Manchuria 
as energetically as she has since disavowed 
the Intention to goln commercial and poll- 
ticiil control between the Manchuria fron- 
tier ami the Yellow river, our doubt of 
the sliieerity of Russia's protests will bo 
readilv pardoned ii.v disinterested judges 
.Maaehurlt Is as good as annexed to th 
Russian empire, and Indications are not 
wanting that, except for the iiause given 
to the Rear's encroachments by the Urlt- 
isli Lion's roar, the control of all North 
China would soon have jiassed Into the 
Czar's linuds. England is. of course, tlie 
eoautry most Interested In these accoia- 
idlsiieil or prospective inovements and 
aiaaipulations of Russia, and that Great 
Itrltalii will not tamely submit to tlii! ex- 
tinction of her trade In a large portion of 
the Chinese empire for Russia's benellt Is 
already apparent by bee activity In prepar- 
lau' for tt possible conflict. 

The United' States also has large coni- 
nieridal Interests In the Chinese emidre, 
ami iirospects, with an "open-door" jiollcy, 
for vastl.v liicrensed Interests In the future, 
lleuee, wiiile as n government we feel 
friendly to Russia, esiieclally as Russia has 
always been peciiliarl.v friendly to us, 
cannot regard with IndllTcrence or apjiro- 
hathui the apparent pollc.v and deslu'ii of 
Russia with reference to trade In -N'ortli 
China. The pockets of millions of Ani- 
rrleans are interested in this matter, and 
lioekets are not .susceptible to refined sea- 
llment. No doubt. If Kngland should come 
to n war witli Russia Over. China, we should 
renialn nominally and officially neutral, 
hill under tlie suddenl.v changed coudl- 
ti(UiR wliich exist to-da.v our synipath.v and 
moral support would MssuriHilv he given lo 
Kuglaad. Hut wliil(> there Is uo possihilily 
of engaging In war with Russia, either 
ou our own account or as nii acllvc> ally 
or England, our Chinese trade and treaty 
riglds are of snfludent value and have a 
future of siicli Importance that thi-y should 
he vigorously defended and maintained. 
Not only our preseur and prospective trad", 
hut the proximate placintr of large amounts 
of American capital In Chinese furnishes a 
siiftlcloiit reason for the pursuit of 'a more 
(leeided policy nt Pekln than our ministers 
have iiitlierto adopted. AVe should add a 
Una If frlendlv voice to England's. In resist- 
ance to Russian agcressloii In (;iilna, 1 
unless ciiecked by (treat Itrltain, aided bv 
tlie moral Iulluenco at least of other lii- 
leiested nations, she will pursue her path 

III China with the same clacler-like force 
that has carried her fnun the Cnsplau 
to the Culf of Pcchlll. And now Is the 
time when opposllion to tills airirresRion, 
to be effective, must be made. " England 
win understand this, and we must take a 
lively Interest In England's light for hor 
own commerce In Chino, for mdfreetly It 
Is n light for our commerce thither, toe. 
As Dr. Bedloe put the case: 

"Russian merchants have for no vcars 
or more been planning to captaro the" rich 
ninrketa of this vast Chinese empire, and 
unless their rivals In the field can he sup- 
ported by all the force nt the command 
of their governments In maintaining their 
riclit to eciuallty of oportunlty. It Is tolcr- 
ahlv plnin that no trade will be done in 
China In the Immediate future unless bv 
the permission of Russia." 

To bring the whole matter close home 
In few words, the Pacific Northwest hns 
an especial Interest In this vast contest 
now Kolnir on on so distant a stage. Wc 
nlready ship .Jarge quantities of flour to 
China, but onl.v a very smnll fraction of 
what we shall send there n few years hence 
under a favorable Chinese policy, wlien 
the millions of Chinese li>arn and can afford 
to eat more bread and less rlc(>. Then 
nsnin, wo nre directly across the Paellie 
from tills great field; It Is from and to 
oar ports tliat ships will go and come; 
and it is this region that will reap the 
rieliest harvest from seeds of commerce 
planted In Chinese soli, 

PROVIKCrAL Pof-ITICS. 

Tlie Miner's reeently published editor- 
ial discussing the probable outcome of 
the next session of the legislative as- 
sembly has been 'widely re-produced by 
the provincial press, and -witli manv ap- 
proving comments. It remains, however, 
fm- tlic Victoria Times to endeavor to 
make the article appear ridiculous.

LAZY BLACKS OF COB A. 

They Are So Averse to Any Hard Labor 
As to Present a Serious 
Problem. 

The main problems to be faced by the 
Island of Cuba, In Its effort to throw off 
the lethargy of centuries, are those whlcii 
to a greater or lesser degree afUlct all com- 
innnitlcs, viz., capital and labor. 

With regard to the first there are a very 
large number of people only desiring an 
opportunity to Invest In the Island as soon 
as a setthMl form of government Is decid- 
ed Hiioii, but who naturally under present 
conditions, knowing nothing regarding tin 
future safeguards to property or tlu 
niuonnt of taxes to be levied, or the stahll 
Ity of the future governinout when It Is 
formed, hesitate to risk their money. lu 
Santiago province aloae It - Is estimated 
that there are fullv twenty millions of dol- 
lars only waiting "for an assured form of 
government to be at once Invested In busi- 
ness enterprl.ses. 

A still greater problem to be solved Is 
the labor question, for even the existing 
Industries are crippled for want of hands, 
tills particularly applying to mines. Tlu 
pa.y. Is 70 ec-nts n day upward, or about 
the same as paid In the pliosiihnte mines 
of Florida, and tii(> mines will board the 
laborers at '^."1 cents a day. 

It may he taken as nn established fact 
thnt the present generation of Culiaus will 
never become niiuers. They are far too en- 
ervated and Indolent, and the negro race 
here find th(> means of a lany subsistence 
too easy nt hand to have any Incentive to 
labor. They may do a little light work 
In the shade; they nuiy niak(> a few cigars 
or they may even condescend to da a little 
housework If you do not expect too much 
In the way of cleaning, hut what they pre- 
fer Is to put ou a few altars, a huge pair 
of b(]ots, enormous spurs and a hat som(.'- 
tliliig wondrous to behold, mount an easy 
^'oiug Cuban i>oay and parade principal 
streets, (i.tlve this to the Cuban, white 
ami e(dored, and you have lilm as pleased 
as a child with a. new toy, as proud as a 
peacock nud about as sensible ns nn ostrich. 

In Santiago there Is another element add- 
ing to the labor troubles, namely, the Ja-. 
malca negro, who Is one degree worse than 
his Cuhaii brother In the matter of Indus, 
there, all wanting jobs ns waiters, stewards, 
valets, or something equally easy; but ns 
to the real work of the Island, the digging, 
mining, and labor that will bring the 
sweat to a man's brow, the Jamaica negro 
wants none of it. The problem was long 
since solved In his own country by the lin 
portatlon of the Indian cooUcs uiider con 
tract to work five years. The mine owners 
ami other large employers of labor are 
considering some plan whereby they can 
overcome tlie difficulty of obtaining men. 
The Spanlsh-..\merlcan Iron Company has 
sent to Spain for 500 men. 

The earth is about the most productive 
on the face of the globe, and a man with 
a family and two or three hundred dollars 
Is probably better off here than any place 
la the world. With very little Inhor he 
;,'cts not only the necessaries of lite hut 
even Its luxurlo.s. and In addition can al- 
ways sell enough to supply himself and 
fiimlly with the things he cannot grow. 
His coffee, sufar, vegetables, fruit, chick- 
ens, hogs, goats and tobacco he can raise 
lilmself. To men whose ambitions it Is ti 
lead a quiet, easy ready-made existence, 
not anxious to shine lu i)olIIIcs or In any 
of the leadliii,' professions, and who havi 
very modest capital, the province of SantI 
ago de Cuba offers one of the choicest fields 
In the world.

: .s<irntlsts ot llie rinrty. Wo know 11: really 
hiippi'iii'd. AVc leave the cxplunatlon to 
the I'svclilcal llcscarch Society. 
The Greenland section of the I'eary ex- 

• pedltlon was partly subsidized by several 
Bcientlllc societies on the understundlUK 
that skulls and skeletons and botanical and 
scoloslcal specimens should > be' secunid for 
tbclr various museumB.^.'^ . Six ^'^Eisqulmau 
skeletons were promised to the Chicago 
world's fair authorities In return for a 
Krant ton-iirds the Teary expedition. Ks- 
(pilmau skeletons are rare, especially a' 
thiise types known as the "Arctic IIIkI 
hinders," and It was a question of honor 
that the sclontlllc branch ot the expedi- 
tion should not return without some of 
these coveted si>eclmen8. Now, the Ks- 
qulmaus are a supersttclous people, and 
hold a tradition that If a body belonBlnn 
to one of their race Is tnkcn to a country 
where no walruses, seals or bears exist, 

• and where grass Is plentlful,-the bones ot 
•-■such a trnusported Ksqulniau are chewed 

up b.v snakes, and the spirit perishes be- 
yond redemption. 

Con.soiniently oar endeavcirs to obtain 
■Skulls and skelelr)iis liv le(;ltlniate purchase 
failed utterly, tliou^li I must say In de- 
fence of onr skeleton-siintcliliii; action that 
■we nITered liirni' prices and teinplluf; prizes 
for their barter. 

AVlien tlie . Kite bniiled at Ittlbhl the 
Bclciitlsts went aslmi'i' on 'a skeleton-l)nnt- 
Ins quest, and. llndlnn ni) bon(> market 
open to brlb<'s or sales, determined to make 
a raid on the two-century-old burylnc- 
ground,_wblch contained several hundred 
prrarcB. The Ksqulmaus build a dome-like 
erection : above their graves, the stones be- 
ing so arranged as to cover the corpse 
rwlcliout coming' In contact with It. Snow 
falllDf; between tbo crevices of the stones 
canned a firm kind of cement, so that the 
opening of such a grave Is no easy task. 
We settled nn the Ilkellest-lmiklriK grave, 
and. Intending to return at midnight, went 
back to the slili). The natives, linwin-er. 
■were so exclteil by our arrlviil that they 

■ resolved to make a festive night of It. Per- 
petual twilight niiide It impossible to cover 
oar sclent Kie deed with the shades ot night. 
One of tlie Kile's officers, however, under- 
took to keei) tlie natives otherwise occu- 
pied while we pursued our disagreeable 
duty of skeleton-snatching. 

_ He, therefore, took up his position In a 
large tent and busied blmsclf In dlsplav- 
Ing the mighty -n-onders of New York Jack- 
nlves and the marvels of American-made 
needles, tlie latter being lilglilv coveted, 
and forming, perhaps, the only prizo which 
might tempt an Ksciulmnu to dishonestv. 
AVIth such wonders to disclose , their at- 
tention was duly engaged for several hours, 
while the scientists employed themselves 
ill proeurlng an admirable typo of mum- 
mlfiud Esquimau— a chief burled some tivo 

. years previously, whom we found chid In 
a complete sealskin suit. 

Wrapping the body In an ulster, we car- 
ried It down to the whaleboat. conveving 
It on board the Kite, and put It In a enu- 
vas gunbnp, ■which we promptly sealed. 

We had arranged that the affair was to 
bo concealed from the crew, since bad tbev 
known ot the clreumslances, one and ail 
would have refused to sail wltli so glinst- 
Iv a burden aboard. Our plans fell out so 
well that even the captain of the Kite was 
for some time unaware ot the prcsiMice on 
board of what one ethnologist called "a 
grand specimen." At Herbert Island ■Re 
collected two skulls, each "llnd" being dulv 
sealed In a canvas bag, and at several 
landing points wo added to the skeletons 
In the bags, winding up at Godhaven, 
where thirteen flue skulls and several bones 
were secured. Uy this time one of Qur 
bunks was converted Into a regular grave- 
yard, but each specimen was separately 
bagged, securely sealed and "the cabin 
carefully locked. 

After the shlpi)ing of 1.3 skulls wo en- 
countered terrible weather. The crow 
meanwhile had their susj)iclon3 as to "un- 
canny" Inlliiences aboard, and formed a 
deputation to the captain to assure him 
thiit there would be no luck about the 
ship till "something" was thrown over- 
board. The men at the ■»vheel declared In 
turn that while In the act of steering some 

: -stronger hand than theirs was- constantly 
turning the ship shoreward. One veteran 
helmsman ran us Into a sandbank. He 
said 111.' couldn't "help it; 'somebodv' 
seized tho wheel and ran tlie ship 
aground." The supers! II lous sailors w(>re 
firmly jiersuaded that gliostiv "Huskies"— 
as they called the Ksipilman.s— were pilot- 
ing the shin landward to Inchico us to give 
uj) their chief's body for decent burial. 

One morning at breakfast an oflieer told 
a strange yarn. lie said he was on watch 
during the night when lie noticed a kvak 
paddled by an ISsqulmau alongside the ves- 

-.sel. It ■was bad weather, and he knew It 
must -be n ghdstly kyak, for no such craft 
could have been out DO miles from the 
laud on such a night. Added to which he 
statetl that the kyaker iiad no difllcultv 
In keeping up with the ship. The Ksqni- 
mau lialled tlio watch and kept waving 
and beckoning ■svlth mysterious gestures 
and a threatening tone In his exclamations. 
Suddenly be vanished, to reappear along- 
side a few minutes later, balling the ship 
with a mournful wall. The sky was lit up 
by the vivid northren lights, so the ofllcer 
stated that he saw distinctly what subse- 
quently took place. 

Out of the hatchway cauie a procession 
of six Ksiinlmaiis walking noisidessly on 
the poop deck. They passed tlinuigh the 
imlwark— not over It— and vanished. The 
kyaker disappeared at the same time. The 
scientlllc party left the urenkfast table and 
went to the locked gravi.-yard bunk. Klx 
of the skulls were missing from the b.-igs. 
The seals were unbroken anil were appar- 
ently the same that we hud nftlxed. The 
remaining bones and skulls, with the 
chief's skeleton, are now the property of 
the academy of natural sciences, In Phila- 
delphia. Tho six missing skulls have nev- 
er been heard of. Most of tho crew re- 

. fused to go nnollier voyage In the Kite. 
Which tliey declared to be haunted bv 
"Huskies" In search of tliidr desecrated 
bones. 

I gh-e you the story just as it occurred. 
We caiiiioi explain It. If the crew hail 
(onsiilred to sleal llie bimes to "lav" the 
'Husky" gliosis, why did they take onlv 
six skulls, and how did thov manage not 
to disturb the seals'/ The alistractlon of 
the skulls made no difference— so the sail- 
ors declare— to the "Husky" apparitions 
with ~ which thoy said, the ship was con- 
stantly Iiaunted.

There Is also health and pleasure to be 
found lu the poultry yard, for It takes one 
out Into the fresh air. and while not re- 
quiring rcnilv hnrd work. It gives plenty of 
rrgular and healthful exercise. 

In order to be sucessful we must first 
select the breeds best suited to our rcqulro- 

'"if 'eggs are our aim. the single comb 
P.rown Legliorn. Minorca and Black Lang- 
shans are ail good layers, but no breed will 
give satisfaction unless properly eared for. 
Thev must have w.iriu. comfortable iilaeos 
to i-oost, well ventilated but without 
dranghls. and kept perfectly eieau. They 
must be fed a variety of food; when fed 
exeluslvelr on corn, as Is the pniclice of 
so many fanners, tlio hens soon become 
too fat, and unhealthy also. 

For their breakfast I give them a warm 
nuisli of bran, corn meal, ground buck- 
wheat or oats mixed with vegetables of 
dliTerent kinds, such as potatoes, beets, 
cabbage and tundps. 

At 12 o'clock I throw among the litter 
In their seratehlntr shed, some whole wheat, 
baekwheat or oats, and at night give a 
feed of piireheii corn. I find tills better 
than anytliing else to keep up the heat 
of their bodies during tile long winter 
nights. 

To keep them active and healthy com- 
nel them to scratch for their grain, by 
throwing It among a litter made of leaves. 
St law or hnv. J kee;) within their reach 
plenty of water and milk, provide gnivel, 
charcoal, pieces of old plaster, a little bone 
meal occasionally nhd a feed of meat once 
a week. 

To keep free from IIco keep their dnst- 
inu' boxes lllled with fine road dust, mixed 
Willi pulverized tobacco, a Illtle sulphur 
and ashes. It Is also well to smoke out 
the liouses oeciisloiialiv with tobacco stems 
anil .-.iili.liiir. 

I'or ti-vi-is. liiollers niid market poul- 
try. I prefer llie riyruoutli Rock and \Vy- 
aiidotte; they liave plump bodies, with a 
rich, yellow skin, and feather out and ma- 
ture quickly. The earlier the broilers and 
fr.vers can be gotten into the market tho 
better the price obtained. 

Tlie old bens should be marketed early 
In the fall. 

When tlrsl-eliiss. pare bred ponltry Is 
kept a Hire lliile sum niayoften he real- 
ized by selling llie eggs nild fowls for 

lireriUllg purlinses. 

l''o\vls for miiiket purposes should be 
treated dlfl'erenllv to the laying slock, 
(lur aim should bo to keep our fowls In- 
ti'uded for market confined as closely as

The Post OUice Department at Ot- 
ta-wa has -been , advised tliat. ,the postal 
union concluded" at " Washington," juuo 
1897, comes into force on. Jiinuury 1st 
next, iintl under it the following chimges 
are made iu tlie po.stal regulatious in 
force botAV£en Canada aud other:. cciua- 
tries of the universal postal liiiion: 

1. Kngfuving.s or sulvortiseujouts may 
bo printed on the front or aildres.s side 
of post curds, wliethci" otUcial or pri- 
vate, provided they do not interfere 
with a perfectly distinct and suflicieut 
address. Post cards may al.so l)o nd 
dressed l)y moans of :i snniU jidliosivi 
label, aud the sender may, if ho wislies 
write, print, or stamp iiis name ami Jid 
dress ou the front. 

12. Articles ot glass, li(iuids, oils, fatty 
substauoos, dry powders, whether color 
iuK or nut, and live bees arc admitted 
as samples, i)rovidod. they are put up 
in such a way as to prevent the possi- 
.bility of Injury to the mails or to ijer- 
sous handling the same. Glasses sliould 
bo i)ac3cod solidly iu boxes, not llubh 
to Itreak. Liciuids, oils and substjuicof 
easily liquiliablo must bo inclosed in 
glass bottles hermetically closed, anil 
each bottle must be placed inside a 
wooden box tilled with sawdust, cotton, 
or spongy material sullleioiit to absorb 
the liciuid in ca.so the bottle should bo 
broken. The wooden box must again 
be enclosed in a ease of metal or wt)od 
with a screw top, or else in one of strong 
and thick Icatlior. If, however, the hot 
lies are enclosed in iK'rforated blocks 
not less than (nie-tonth of an inch thick 
in the tbiuost part and fiirnlslieil with a 
suUlcioncy of absorbing material, it is 
not nece.s.sary that a second case sliould 
be used. J''atty substances, ointments, 
.soft soaps, rHsins, etc., must lirst l)c 
clo.sod in a suitable inner cover (box, 
linen or parchment, bag, etc.,) and then 
be placed in a second box of w(H)d, metal 
or strong anil thick leather. iJry pow 
ders must bo pliic/.'d in carclboanl boxet 
eiiclo.sed in a linen or parciimont bag 
Live bees must be enclosed iu boxes 
■Nvliieh admit of examination, but pre- 
vent all danger. 

3. Specimens of natural history, sHch 
as dried or preserved animals or plants, 
geological specimens, etc., wliich are 
not sent for commercial ijurposes, .are 
admitted to' sample post- - 

4. , Fac-simile copies of manuscript or 
type-writing may be posted, addressed 
to postfll union cotintries at the print- 
ed matter rate of one cent per two 
ounces, provided not less than twenty 
perfectly idcntiwiJ copies are liande<i 
in at the post otl\ee .(not simply droij- 
ped into a receiver) ot imi time.

Mr. Alexis Martin, acting for the mort- 
gagees, ehiiinod that the court had no 
jurisdiction in an action aguinst the sliip 
for necesBurica supplied at the home 
port, but that the action should liavc 
been takon out against the owneri ,. 

Mr. Moresby, of Brake. Jackson & 
Helmekeg. appeared for the -.New Vau- 
convier Ooal ; Gbnipany,;andjjboutciidcd 
that Mr. Norton was not the real owner, 
although the ship ivas registered here in 
his name. 

Tlio Chief Justice d'**! ied in favor of 
Mr, Martiu's contention, aud ordered 
the ship released, whleU was aecoidingly 
done.

WAR'S BALANCE SHEET. 

Lord Kitchener's Noyd Iteport on the 
Soudan Cainpaigii- 

At tlie dinner given in his honor by 
the Lord .Mayor of London, Gen. Kitch- 
ener said; 

"In tiiis coniniorcial ceutre it may be 
of interest to say something ou the liu- 
aiicial part of llio campaigu. During 
the last two and !i h:ilf years, though 
the accounts have not been absolnti^ly 
settled up, we inny say with consider- 
able accuracy that wo" have spent two 
and a half luillions sterling as military 
special grants. In tiiis 1 iacludo the 
grant that has been recently made for 
the extension of the railway from At- 
biira to Klmrtouni, the work of -wliicli 
is already in. hand. But, my lords and 
geiitleiiien, we have certain assets to 
put against tliis oxpoiiditure. AYe have 
7r>0 miles— or we sliall have— of railway 
— a railway wliich is well cipiipped witli 
engines and r<dling stock. 'Pile track is 
ill good order :iiid the liridges are com- 
plete. I am afraid 1 cannot say much 
for tin.' stations or waiting-rooms, -wliieli 
are of a somewhat primitive nature. 
But, then, we do not 'wait' very long in 
the Soudun. , , , - , 

•'Well, , gentlemen, . oC'-this; money I 
don't think . 13,000'. li mJle. is too high a 
pricc.i That gives us a ^um of two and 
a . quarter million sterling out of the 
money expcndc*], and for the other quar- 
ter of a million we have 2,000 miles of 
telegraph line, six now and superior gun- 
boats, besides sailing craft, and — the 
Soudan. Of course the railway did not 
cost 1110 £;f,000 a mile to construct, but 
we had many heavy chiirgos for war- 
like material, supplies and transports on 
our long line of coniniuuicatioiis, iu- 
clmliiig the soa transport of British 
troops from Knglaiid and elsewhere to 
meet. But. however, it was done, the 
result is tlio same'. Wo have relieved 
those vast terril(n-ios of th<' tyranny ini 
der which they Kuffon-'d, ami we have 
iKusted the British anil Egyptian flags 
at Khartoum, never again, 1 hope, to 
be pulled down." 

In coninieiiling on the speech the Txm- 
don News say.s that liord Cromer once 
remarked to I-ord Salisbury tlu.t "In- 
wasn't <tuite sure that Kitchener had 
not missoti his vocation. If he wore 
not one of the best generals, lie might 
have been one of the liest chancellors of 
exeheiiuor." Lord Salbsbury added that 
lyird Kitchener was probably the only 
soldier in the history of the world -who 
h.-id ever conducted a campaign for 
£:{i)0,000 less thau he estimated. If this 
kind of thing goes on, be sitid, the ter- 
ror which finunciers have of soldiers 
and the contempt . which . soldiers have 
for financiers will disappear. I-iord 
Kitchener took up tills parable, ami re- 
duced his campaign .. to the form of a 
balance shcst;

It will be observed that Lord Kitchen- 
er put no priw upon the Soud:in. Tin 
way iu which, after eiiuiuerating tlu 
other assets, ho paused for a moment 
and then a.lded "and the Soudan" w:_is 
the oratorii'al bit of the evening. Did 
be mean that tbo Soudan was valueless 
or iiivaliial.leV Perhaps he wmibl uol 
have been wrong if ho had meant both. 
The Soudan may or may not prove fo 
be "light soil." But eertainly the real 
worth of its roconi|iiost cannot bo ex 
prossi'd in jiounds, shillings and ponco.

He nftcrwutfls took 
him to the Putnuin house, Itt this city, 
nnd told iiliii not to talk about his huslness. 

The green-goods dealer called on the 
"come-on" this morning, and said he would 
take lilm to the "old man," -who would 
make a deal. He gave the name ot HofC- 
man. At Lexington avenue and Twenty 
sixtii street the two went Into a saloon, 
and there Hoffman Introduced the Can- 
adlaii to another man, who showed lilui a 
new $10 bill, nnd asked him If he wanted 
his .f-1,000 Iu siieli bills; Lewis said he did 
not. tliat .fid bills were so scarce In Can- 
that he eoiild not pass a .51fi counterfeit 
note without danger of discovery. 

The man tlie'A said he would give lilni .?1 
bills, and then asked If be laid tin? SHOO. 
Lewis replied that ho had only $ir>0, but 
he would go home and get the money fr<im 
Ills father. He wanted the greeii-goods 
men to iiav the expenses of hla trip. Tbey 
refused, aiid while tlie three 'were wrang- 
ling on the sidewalk.
